Death of a Duke.—The Duke of Richmond and 
Gordon died on Sunday morning last at Gordon Castle, 
Fochabers, in his eighty-sixth year. He was the oldest 
Duke in Great Britain, and was sixth in the direct line of 
descent from Kinz Charles IT. In the New Domesday 
Book he was-returned as owning 286,409 acres of land, wi 
n rent-roll of £79,671. His chief seat was at Gooiwood, 
near Chichester. the famous racecourse being situated on 
the estate. In 1867, 1868, and again in 1885, the late Duke 
was President of the Board of Trade; while from 1869 
to 1876 he was leader of the Conservative party in the 
House of Lords. The Earl of March. who succeeds to the 
dnukedom, was born in 1815. He served in the South African 
Campaign, and is a Mil tury Aide-de-Cump to the King.

Coal-Mining at Lover.—The first seam:of -coal at | 
the Dover Colliery was entered at the end of last week, 
and satisfactory results obtained.

Owing to the percussion method 
used in sinking the shaft, the strata was much pulverised, 
and several tons of coal were brought to the surface in a 
state of powder. A considerable quantity of pure sample 
con] was, however, brought up by a “grab.” The huge 
“ cutter" used for sinking the shaft is still passing through 
the seams, of which there are two, divided by a thin layer 
of sandy shale. 


Camberwell Factory Eurnt Out.—Through a 
disastrous fire on the premises of the London Essence 
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Company, George Street, Camberwell, damage estimated at 
£100,000 was done. Soon after the discovery of the out- 
break all the available strength of the Brigade in the 
south - eastern division was concentrated at the fire, 
Despite their efforts, however, the flames spread so rapidly 
that the great four-floor warehouse was soon ablaze from 
end to end. Some of the firemen hed a narrow escape 
owing to the collapse of a wall, but fortunately they all 
managed to jump out of the way in time, Crowds of 
spectators greatly interfered with the work of the Brigade 
by breaking the police cordon and standing on the hose to 
obtain a better view. 


Collision in a Glasgow Tunnel.—Two men lost 
their lives in a collision which occurred on the Glasgow 
underground system of the Culedonian Railway. A mineral 
train was standing at the danger signal in the tunnel 
when another train dashed. into the rear of it, smashing 
the guard’s van, derailing its own engine, and wrecking a 
number of wagons. For over two hours a stoker named 
James McEwan lay pinned beneath the engine. His right 
leg was severed, his left fractured, and he was terribly 


scalded, He died shortly after being admitted to the 
hospital. The driver, William Simpson, was found buried 
among the wreckage. He had been killed instantaneously. 


Great Brass Band Contest.—At the Crystal 


‘Palace last Saturday. the greatest band contest on record 


took place. No less than 117 bands competed for prizes 
whose aggregate value was £1650. Excursion trains from 
all parte of the country brought crowds of partisans to 
Sydenham, and the excitement was tremendous. The 
pwincipal struggle, of course, was that for the Crystal 
Pulace Challenge Trophy, a magnificent affair worth £1000. 
This was won by the famous Bess:s o'th’ Barn Band, with 
Rushden Temperance second, and Black Dyke—last year’s 
winners of the trophy —third. The Daily Telegraph 
Challenge Cup was won by Pemberton Old; while the 
Walthamstow Silver Band were popular victors of the 
Daily Express Challenge Shield.

The Scafell Disaster.—A terrible mountain-climb- 
ing calamity, involving the loss of four lives, occurred on 
Scafell last week.

He then stabbed her and boited into the street, 
but was pursued and captured, Questioned by the coroner 
as to a rumour that the deceased was threatened by the 
prisoner some time ago, Mrs. Starkey admitted that such 
was the case. Slowe, who was present in court in charge 
of a couple of warders, declined to put any questions.

RULY football is a curious game, and as full of 
the element of glorious uncertainty as cricket. To 
see Manchester City at the head of the League 
table while Liverpool is at the rock - bottom 
position, without a single point to their credit, 

is enough to make a student of form despair. Two years 
ago last April, Liverpool were the proud winners of the 
League championship; last season, Manchester had to 
struggle through the Second Division in order to regain a 
position in the premier circle.

ATHLETICS AND CYCLING, 


Alfred Shrubb’s wonderful running has been the feature 
of the athletic season of 1903. Time and again the world 
of sport has been electrified by brilliant flashes by the 
Horsham runner. Last Saturday, at the last meeting of 
the London Athletic Club of the present s ason, he beat 
the mile and a half record. The previous figures stood to 
the credit fof Charles Bennett, of the Finchley Harriers.

Shrubb'’s performance Coes not constitute a world’s 
record. as Willie Cummings, the little wonder whose races 
with Walter G. George are still fresh in the memory, did 
6 min. 43} sec. at Preston in 1880. But the merit of 
Shrubb's performance is greater than it reads on paper. 
It followed immediately on the Stock Exchange walk. At 
the close of that event the track had been churned up to no 
little extent, and the South London Harrier had to run on 
very loose ground. 


Tt is just possible that had he had a firm elastic path, 
‘Cummings’ figures would have gone. Anyway, should he 
elect to have a go next season, there is no reason why not 
only that record, but George’s wonderful mile of 4 min.

Winter Cucumbers. 

T is often a matter of some difficulty for the proprietor 
of a small establishment to hit upon the right sort of 
house in which to secure a succession of early forced 
fruit and vegetables, and at the same time make room 
for some select stove and greenhouse plants; butin 

large places the diffieulty does not so often occur, because 
structures are adapted to each of the several kinds of work, 
and, of course, with greater convenience, safety, and cer- 
tainty. A house of the kind illustrated is just what 
small growers require. The tank is fifteen feet long, and 
is supplied by flow and return pipes and a branch from 
the flow to supply atmospheric heat. To keep up a 
circulation of air, as well as of heat, there is an aperture 
in the front wall which can be opened or closed at pleasure. 
When opened, air is admitted under the pipes into a 
chamber, from whence it passes through an opening into 
the tank and thus gets moistened, as well as warmed, 
before it enters the house through the tubes which are 
placed at intervals along the casing of the tank. All of 
these can be closed when necessary. When used for 
cucumbers and melons a bed is made, a good depth of 
loose rubble being first laid down for drainage, and the 
soil is added as required by the plants; for if the bed were

filled at once much cf it wouid get soured before the roots 
had worked into it. A mushroom bed can be formed under 
the tank as shown. 


A Potato-Sprayer. 


The sprayer illustrated can be worked from a farm cart, 
and easily sprays fifteen acres per day, both under and 
over the leaves. It is unquestionably one of the best and 
most suecessful sprayers for potatoes that have ever been 
made, giving entire satisfaction in all cases. Several 
new devices are now employed which make the erection 
so very simple and easy that any intelligent workman 
can quickly set them up in good working order. 
A much improved agitating apparatus, and malleable 
easting for holding the spray tubes, and other simple 
improvements are added. The potatoes should be first

This potato-sprayer has 
been largely sold for some years, being the first of the kind 
made, und improved by experience from year to year. 


Cyclamens for the Market. 

These are market-plants par excellence, and whether they 
come in as pot-plants or are grown for cut-blooms, pro- 
viding a good strain is chosen, are always welcome. There 
is no place so suitable for the growth of these plants as a 
low-sunken, narrow pit, in which the glass comes down to 
within 14in. or 15in. of the ash-bed. These pits should 
be span-roofed, and be somewhat flat, so as to keep the 
glass down as much as possible. Only the best strain of 
giant cyclamen should be grown for cut bloom. Where it 
is desired to make a start with these plants seed should be 
sown at once. Twelve-inch seed-pans or boxes of about the 
same capacity should be chosen for the purpose of raising 
the plants, with a good sweet loum as the basis of the 
compost—two parts of this, one part road grit or silver 
sand, leaf mould two parts, the whole to be sterilised and 
sifted through a sieve with a j-in. mesh. The boxes 
or pots must be well drained and the pans or boxes 
be filled to within } in. of the rim. If it is not 
possible to sterilise the soil it should be watered 
when in the receptacles with boiling water through a fine 
rose. This doai be allowed to soak away, and the seed 
should be sown so that they are not nearer together than half 
an inch. The seed should be gently pressed into the soil, and 
be covered one eighth of an inch with fine soil from the 
same compost. The pans should then be put into a low 
pit—one that is not subjected to a drying atmosphere— 
and be kept at a uniform temperature of 50 deg. to 55 deg. 
As soon as the seedlings appear, either move to another pit 
or raise them up to within eight inches of the glass, until 
large enough to handle. 


Model Small Holdings. 


In the Manchester Guardian Professor Long gives some 
interesting particulars of the colony at Newdigate, in 
Surrey, lately started by the Small Holdings Associaton 
I hope before long to pay a visit to the colony, and may 
then have something more to say about the progress of this 
very interesting movement. The land, which is a clay loam 
especially adapted for the culture of fruit and a variety of 
vegetables and agricultural crops, is sold at about half the 

rice which similar land in the vicinity realises in the 
10ldings of similar size. The purchasers pay down 10 per 
cent. and the balance in half-yearly instalments, with 5 per 
cent. interest, while the members of the association have 
bound themselves not to take more than 5 percent. The 
purchasers are in the majority of cases fruit - growers, 
market-zardeners, and persons who intend to combine 


pa As 
rom London 
to the south coast towns, a number of first-class markets 
are within easy reach, but as all classes of farm and garden 
poe are scarce and exceptionally dear in the neigh- 

uring towns, these alone will afford a means of sale 
direct to the consumer. Cottages are being built for the 
purchasers on somewhat similar terms to those offered for 
the land. Re-population of the country is the chief end 
in view, and at Newdigate, at least, a huge unpopulated 
tract of land will shortly be covered by nearly or 
quite forty homesteads where only two existed six 
months ago, It is pro to purchase another 
estate shortly with a similar object, and if support 
is forthcoming there is no reason why the work should 
not continue to extend; for apart from its philan- 
thropic side the whole system is based on business prin- 
ciples, the security is real, and so far as the work has pro- 
ceeded the question of interest need hardly disturb the 
investing member. It ix a curious fact that from the point 
of view of building the association is able to erect cottages 
at something like 25 per cent. less than the lowest tenders 
obtained from builders, and in a more satisfactory manner. 


A Model Wax-Extractor. 

That there is a right way and a wrong way of extracting 
honey from the comb is proved by the various qualities to 
be met with in purchasing the extracted article. About 
this time of the year I generally lay in a stock of honey for 
the winter, being a firm believer in its merits; and the 
superfine quality of one lot led me to inquire of the local 
apiarist as to her method of extraction. I was shown an 
extractor made by a Sussex firm, the name and address of 
whom I will be pleased to supply to any inquirer. <It is a 
modification of Gerstir’s, with improvements suggested by 
Cowan and others. To the bee - keeper with a large 
apiary a wux-extractor is indispensable. All the 
trouble and waste incidental to the vurious old pro- 
cesses of extracting wax are avoided. The combs are 
placed in ‘the basket, and when heat is applied the wax 
comes off in a perfectly pure and clean state. In-using it 
put the extractor on the fire in the same manner us an 
ordinary pot, having first filled the lower tank with water, 
and the perforated basket above tank with broken comb, or 
whatever material you wish to extract, wax from. The 
steam passes through the perforated metal walls of basket, 
melting every particle of wax in the crude material ; the 
wax runs out of the spout for the purpose, turned down- 
wards; under this spot have a receptacle, in which keep 
about two inches of hot water, as also huve the sides

slightly oiled, to keep wax from adhering'to the walls. Keep 
everything but the tube for wax closed, in order to lose no 
steam and give it full force.
